Sir: This report is made in accordance with the provisions of the 
land-grant act of 1862 and the Morrill-Nelson Acts of 1890 and 1907, 
whicli charge tlie Secretary of the Interior wdth the proper adminis- 
tration of those funds. 

TIio total income and appropriations' from Federal sources for the 
fiscal year ended June 30. 1924, amounted to $3,951,104.49, which 
was divided as follows: 

$1,060,875.35 income from the 1862 land-grant fund. 

$340,229.14 income from other Federal land grants. 

$2,550,000.00 annual installment from Morrill-Nelson Acts. 

The statistics herewith given are taken mainly from the annual 
reports which the several land-grant colleges submitted to the Bureau 
of Education. • 

Dr. Walter J. Greenleaf, associate specialist in land-grant college 
statistics, has prepared the present report, and I recommend that it 
be published as a, bulletin of the Bureau of Education.

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• THE LAND-GRANT COLLEGES 

YEAR ENDED JDNe' 30, 1034 
Part I 

There are now 69 laUd-grant coUeges in the United States and out- 
lying possessions. Thirty-five of these institutions, located in the 
Northern States, Alaska, Porto Rico, and Hawaii, are for both white 
and colored students. Seventeen Southern States maintain two in- 
stitutions each, one exclusively for 'white students and one exclu- 
sively for colored students. ’ . * 

This repbrt na^fUrally divides into three parts: Part I — General 
information on All land-grant colleges. Part ^ — Statistics of the ^ 
52 land-grant colleges attended primarily or exclusively by white 
studepts. Part III — Statisti<^ of the 17 land-grant colleges exclu- 
sively for colored students. ' 

STATER RECEIVING LAND GRANTS SINCE 1862 FOR ACySICULTURAL 

COLLEGES , 

The apportionment under the census of 1860, in the original 1862 • 
land-grant act, was the basis for the States’ Teceiving 30,000 acres of 
land for each Senator and Representative in Congress. Although the 
act of 1866 extended the grants to all States thereafter admitted to 
the Union, the more recently admitted' States were not entitled to 
representation in Congress by the apportionment under the census • 
QfvJSdO, since they were carved out of territory ^hich was then but 
sparsely settled; the 'amendment of 1866, therefore, became a pledge 
which was ineffectual as a grant to these States. By more recent 
acts, however, Congress named specific areas which the newer 
States should receive for the benefit of the agricultural and mechan- 
ical colleges, and in some States left the matter of handling t^e 
grants to the State legislature, while in others it designated the 
manner of selling the lands and other details. This departure from 
the rretrictions of the 1862 land-grant act has made the work of 
reporting the funds and the investment of thp funds difiScult to 
handle. While most of the States are bound by the original act, 
the grants to the newer States are controlled by and administered 
solely under their respective acts. 

- 1. States admitted after 1862 wJ^ich received lands in lieu of the 1862 
land-grant act . — The following States rebeived grants of Wnd wluch 
have .been held pursuant to the original 1862 land-grant act, and 
these States are bound by the restrictions of that act and by tlie 
rulings of the Secretary of the Interior: 


s; 
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West Virginia was the first State to be admitted to the Union 
after the 1862 land-grant aot was effective. Tliis State was admitted 
December 31, 1862, and received the benefits of the act of 1862 on 
» Apnl 14, 1864 (13 Stat. 47). 

^ Nevada was admjtted March 21, 1864, and was given tl;ie benefit of 
the grants by the act of July 4, 1806 (14 <Stat. 85). 

Nebraska was admitted April 19, 1864, and was given the benefit 
of the grant by the act of March 30, 1867 (15 Stat. 13), the grant of 
land having been made by the act of 1864. 

' Colorado received grants of land by act of A priJ 2, 1 884 (23 Stat. 1 0) ; 

An Mt to onnble the Stato of Colorado to take lands in lieu of Uie sixtoonth 
and t^y-8ixlh sections found to be mineral lands, ami to soenro to the Stato 
• of ^lorado the benefit of the act of July 2, 1SG2, ontitlod " Ajj act donating public 
iMda to the several States and Torritorios which may provide colleges for the 

benefit of agriculture and mechanic arts.” • 

8ac. 3. That the Stato of Colorado, In selecting lands for agricultural college 
purjK^ under the acts of July 2. I8G2, and July 23, 1866, may select an amount 
of land equal to 30,000 acres for each Sonatdr and Representative which 'said 
oUto IS outitled to in Congress, from any public land in said Stato not double- 
mtoimum-priced land; or selections may bo made from said doublo-minimum- 
Pdeod lands, buUin the latter case the lands are to bo computed at the maximum 

price an<J the number of acres proportionally diminished; but no mineral lands 
ahall be selected. 

Idaho was admitted to tho Union by act of July 3, 1890, and re- 
ceived grants of land by section 10 > Stat. 215) * 

Ninety thousand acres of land, to bo. selected and located as. provided in' 
action 4 of this act, are hereby granted to said Stato for tho use and support 
Of an aj^pultural college in said State, as provided in tho arU of Congreas mak-. 
lug donafiona of lands for such purposes. 

_ Wyoming was admitted by act of July 10, ll590, and section 10 of 
rate act (26 Stat. 224) reads the same as for Idaho. .I'he Supreme 
^urt of tho United States, in the case of Wyoming Agricultural 
Oonego V. Irvine (206 U. S., 278) held that thd grant to Wyoming of 
90,000 acres by action 10 of the act w'as pursuafit to the act of 1862. 

Utah was admitted into the Union by act of July 16, 1894, and 
flection 8 provides: . ' \ 

One hundred and ten thousand acres of land, • • • are hereby granted 
io^d State for the use of said University (of Utah), and two hundred thousand 
aerhs for the use of an agricultural coUege therein. That the proceeds of the sale 
of said lands, or any portion, shall constitute permanent funds, to be safely 
invested and held by said State; and the inoome thereof to be used exclusively 
for the purposes of such university and ag^oultural college respectively. 

3y this act Congres^^fiUed tho pledge of 1862 and 1866 and the 
Utah accepted the grant as such fulfillment, although Con- 
gress adopted no uniform rule as to the number of acres in the grants! 

- 2. 8UiUa recthiny grants of land for agrictdtural coUege purposes by 
act of 1889,— South Dakota, North Dakota, ifontono, and Washing- 
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ton received grants of land by act of Congress approved February 28, 
1889. Section 16 of the act (25 Stat., 676) provides that the grant 
was made "for the use and support of the agricultural colleges in^ 
said States, as provided in the acts of Congress making donations of 
lands for such purposes” — 90,000 acres each to North Dakota, Mon- 
tana, and Wasliington, and 120,000 to South Dakota. Tliis section * 
of the act has been held by the Secretary of the Interior 'to be subject 
to the requirements of the act of July 2, 1862. 

Section 17 made additional grants of 40,000 acres to South Dakota, 
for the agricultural college; a like quantity for like purposes to North 
Dakota; 50,000 acres to Montana for an egricultur^ oe>llege; and 
100,000 acres to Wasliington for the establishment and maintenance 
of a scientific school. Section 17, however, does not apparently fall’ 
under the provisions of the act of 1862, since the sixth paragraph of 
that section reads: " 


The lands granted by thb section shall be held, appropriated, and dispoeed of, 
exclusively for the purposes herein mentioned, in such manner as the legUlaiurea 
of the respective States may severally provide. 

^Vlthough the statutes do not mention any express requirements as 
to the rendering of reports, the Secretary of the Interior has ruled 
that‘s 

Aside from the fact that there Is no express . provision in the statute requiring 
the keeping of such accounts and the rendering of such reports, I am constrained 
to hold that they should be kept and rendered. , ” 

The very nature of the funds mentioned, «as well as the manner in which 
they are to be treated and disposed of by the States, necessarily and by Implica- 
tion imposes on the oIBcers of the States the duty to keep an accurate record 
of the lands selected and disposed of, the proceeds arising therefrom, and the 
disposition made of the moneys received. It conclusively appears that the 
States have no personal or disposable inici’est in the funds and hold them only 
as trustees for the. benefit of the colleges for which they were’ intended, and it 
would seem idle to say that trustees of express trusts consisting of mo'ne}'a to 
be managed and controlled by them would not under the law be requited to 
keep accurate accounts thereof. » 


3. Staten receiving agrievitvrai eoUege grants of iand not bound by 
the act of 1862 '. — The three States last admitted to the Union are not# 
bdund by the restrictions of the 1 862 land-grant act, although 
reports are to ho made to the Secretary qf the Interior on the dis- 
Dosition of ^the lands received from Federal sources and on the use 
■ef the money. 

. Oklahoma, by its enabling act approved June 16, 1906 (34 Stat. 
267), received a grant of 25^0,000 acres of land for the benefit of the 
agricultural and mechanical' college and 100,000 aqjes for the benefit 
of the Colored Agricultural and Normal University. The land 
oflBce held that 'selections ui\der these grant® wotfe not to b©' con- 
sidered as selections for agricultural colleges within the meaning of 
66766—26 2

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BecUoD 2238 Revised Statut<es, and the usual feeS were collected, 
the some as for other State grants for educationa 4 and other pur- 
poses. frOklahoma later made application for the benefits of the 
act of July 2, *1802, but it was hold that, although not expressly 
stated in the enabling act, it “was not believed to have boon the 
iniont of Congress that the State of Oklahoma' sliuuld receive the 
benefits of the act of 1802 in addition to the other grants for the 
^amo purposes.” When Oklahoma appealed, the Secretarv of the 
Interior held (April 24, 1910) that— 

I 

Tb« grants of lands to Oklahoma, b}' its enabling act of Juno 16, 1906 (34 
. 6tat. 267), for the benefit of agricultural and mechanical colleges, was not in 
lieu of the benefits of the acts of 1862 and 1866, but in view of the department’s 
opinion that the measure of the grant is uudetoriiiincd and undcU'rininable, it 
is unnooessary to pass upon this question. If this be true, it is a matter wholly 
within the discretion of Congress to say whether Okiahpma shall hereafter 
•woelve the benefits of said acts, and calls for no expression of opution by this 
department at the present time. 

Therefor© the restrictions of the act of 1862. such as that funds 
shall yield not loss than 5 per cent, etc., do not apply to the %ate 
of Oklahoma when editing their reports. 

New Mexieo and Arizona, by the act of June 20, 1910, were granted 
lands for agricultural and mechanical colleges and for other institu- 
'tions. It was provided tliat the grants ghiill..^ held in trust to be 
disposed of only as provided for in the act and tor the 'several objects-' 
specified ; a separaU^fund shall be established for each of the several 
objects specified, etc. The Secretary of the Interior ruled July 28,. 
1923, tliat— 

It is the view of this office that the requirements of the at*t of 1862, not ex- 
pressly made in the act of IQ 10, are no part of the latter act. 

Accounts should be kept by the proper officers of each of the States mentioned 
■-'and of all other States havingjtlmilar grants, showing all the foots relating to the 
^ sale and leasing of Iand% granted for agricultural coUcg^, and the receipt, in- 
vestment, and disposition of the proceeds asising from such sales or leases;'' 
and such officers should, when called on to do so, timely report such facts to the 
Secretary or the Interior, or permit an ascertainmcqt ol such facts through in- 
spection and examiqation of their records by some officer of the Government or 
other person designated by the Seefetary of the Interior fpr that purpose. 

It will be seen then that the restrictions of the act o( J^62 and the 
rulings on that act would not apply latar gra^ which were not 
pursuant to the original act. However, a reptjyt on all land-grant 
funds is expected from each of the States. . *

INVESTMENTS " 

- ' r- ^ 

The First Morrill Act of 1862 authorized the investn/ent of the 
land-grant funds in United States stocks, State stocks, and other 
safe stocks, or in case the State has no stocks, in any.other manner 
to which the State legislature assents. Certain restrictions are 
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placed on these iDvestments, in that moneys so invested shidl cpQ. 
stitute a perpetual fund, the capital of which shall r^ain' forever 
undiminished, and the funds' shall yield not Jess than S per cent on the 
amount invested. * Tho/Secretary of the Interior has ruled that, if 
the investment yields less thin 5 per cent, the State must make up 
the deficiency. Thai is, if the interest is^less than 6 per cent,<*the 
State will make up the diffprence between the interest received, and 
that which Would have accrued had the funds |^n invested on a 
5-per cent basis. In 1^3-34 the investments in Florida, Maryland, 
Minnesota, Nevada, Rhode Island, and Wisconsin yielded less than 
6 per cent, and the dilTeronce was m^da up by the States to a 5-per 
■ cent inVestnient. . 

The manner^f using the funds varies in difTerent States and is 
usually regulated by the State legislature. For the year 1923-24 the 
funds for all the States were invested as follows: ^

A sinking fund is perhaps the most satisfactory manner of han- 
dling the investment of thes^ fimds. A few States have adopted this 
method, and several other Slatfs have good substitutes. 

In tMto (R. S., 3107-91): 

jM a 

All money received from the^e of land scrip shall be }>aid into the State 
treasury and bhall be apprcpria(i^ and used by the commi^ioners of the sinking 
fund'for the reduction and payment of the other public debt of the State (April 
13, 1865). Upon the amount of nloney so received for the sale'of licrip appro* ^ 
priated for and to be used in the reduction of the other public debt of the State, 
as aforesaid,’ there shall bo allowed and paid semiannually, on the IsTTlays of 
July and January in each year, interest at the rate of 6 per ceqt per annum, 
which shall be appropriated as provided in the act of Congress approved July* 
2, 1862, to the endownment, support, and maintenance of at least one college, 
where the leading object aUall be, without efxeluding other classical studies and 
inoluding military tactios, to teach such branches of learning as are related to 
agriculture and the meohgnio arts, and for the prompt 'and regular payment of 
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said interest, thfe preservation and appfcprlation of said fund, and the strict 
observance and fulfillment of the act of ingress before referred to, the faith 
of the State is irrevocably pledged. * . . 

Pennsylvania adopted a similar method ia 1923: 

The sinking fund commissioners (Laws of Penn., p. 145, No. 110, sec. 2) are 
hereby^ authorized and directed to invest the said $500,000 in said fund in such 
•securities as the said sinking fund commissioners are authorized to invest the 
funds of the Commonwealth and pay tlip interest or income therefrom semi- 
annually, on the 1st day of February and August of each year, to Pennsylvania * 
State College; providecf, nevertheless, that any difference betweeg the amount 
of the Interest or income realized by the said sinking fund commis^oii on such 
investmehl» and the sum of $25,000, the latter being 5 per cent of the total amount 
of such fund, which Pennsylvania guaranteed said fund shall yield anuually, 
shall be paid by the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania from appropriations made < 
for this purpase from time to time. 


The following erctracte are taken from ^ifterent State laws to show 
how the legislatures regulate several types of invQstments: 

New Hampshire (Laws, 1863, ch. 2732, sec. 4) : 

The treasurer shall hold all the moneys received for the sale of iaid scrip Vnd 
sha^ invest the same in accordance with the provisions of the fourth section of 
the before-mentioned act of Congress. The money so invested shall constitute 
a separate and perpetual fund, to be entitled, “The fund for the promotion of 
education in agriculture and the mechanic arts, ” which shaill be appropriated 
and the interest used in such manner as the legislature shall prescribe and in 
accordance with the aforesaid act of Congress, and with which a special oflSce 
and bank account shall be ke/^f^ao that the moneys shell not be intermingled with 
ordinary funds of the State; and -of the State and condition of said fund the 
treasurer shall make an annual report to the legislature. • 

Vermont (Acts and Resolves, December 1, 1862, sec. 7): 

All moneys derived from the sale of said laods or scrip mentioned in section 2 
oT this act shall be- invested by the treasurer Of the State ih safd stocks yielding 
not less thi^n 5 per cent upon the par value of said stocks, and the interest of 
the fund created by said stocks shall be" appropriated for the purposes detlared 
in the laid act of Congress; Provided^ That said investment shall always be made 
with the ajjproval of the governor of the State. 

[JSfifi, Publjc Act No. 97, sec. L] The treasurer of the State is hereby directed 
to pay ta the treasurer of the corporation of the University of Vermont and 
State Agncpltural College semiannually, on the 1st day of December and the 
1st day of June, on the warrant of the auditor, countersigned by the governor, 
for the purpose mentioned in the act (of November 9, 1865) of’ which this is an 
amendment, the iilterest or income which may be received from the fund created 
under and by virtue of the tfet of Congress referred to in the said act of incor- 
poration. (November 15, 'ISfifi.) 


Sovih Carolina (Code, 1902)'sec. J308): 


One-half of the land-scrip fund heretofore >;e^ted by section 1046 of the general 
Btatutee (1882) in the board of trustees of the University of South Carolina is 
hereby vested in the six members of the board of trustees of the Clemson Agri- 
cultural College of South Carolina, elected by the general assembly, and the 
State treasurer Is authorised and required to issue a certificate of State stock 
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In the ^um'of $95,900, bearing intereat at the rate of 6 per cent per annum, 
payable semiannually to the said six members of the said board of trustees, to 
be held as a permanent fund, the capital of which shall forever renaain undi- 
minished, the income of said fund to be ud^pd by said board of trustees for the 
bpUding alid. maintenance of the said Clemsop Agricultural College in accordance^ 
* with the [jurposes for which the said^and scrip was donated by the act of Congress 
in relati^ thfereto. (December 23,1889.)* . ' . 

'(Section 1298.) One-4ialf of the fund known ae’tbe '.Mand-scrip” fund, to wit, 
$95,90^, shall be for the beneOt of the Colored Normal, Industrial, Agricultural, 
and Mechanical College of South' Carolina, and shall be a perpetual fund which 
shalf fofever remain undiminished, and the^oard of trustees are authorised to 
use the income thereon, to wit, 0 per cent per annun 
July 1, 1889, for the use and maintenance of said 

North Carolina (La^ and Resolutions,' 1887, ch. 4J.0, sec. 4): 

The certificates of indebtedness .of this St^te for $125,000, Issued for the 
principal of the land scrip to the trustees of the University of North Carolina, 
and bes&ing interest at 0 per cent per annum, shall be transferred' on the 30th 
day of June, 1888, or as soon thei^ter'as it shall appear that the agricultural 
and mechanical college is ready to receive the interest on the land-scrip fund, 
and that the principal of the fund will not in any way be compromised by such a 
transfer to the said board of trustees for the benefit of the said North Carolina 
CoUege of Aj^cult.ural and Mechanic Arts, and the interest thereon there- 
after be paid to them by the treasurer semiannually, on the 1st day of . July and 
January in each year, for the purpose of aiding in support of the said college, in 
accordance with the provisions of tife act of Congress approved July 2, 1802. 

Oregon (Lfiws, 1885, see. 9): 

For the endowment,* maintenance, and support of said agrienltural college 
there is hereby set apart and appropriated the, interest on the fund which has 
arisen and which shall hereafter arise frorn the sale of all lands granted to the 
j State of Oregon, or to which said State was entitled under the act of Congress to 
provide oollegM for the beqefit 5f agriculture aqd the rndb^anic arts to the several 
States and ‘Territories, approved July 2, 1862, and the acts amendatory thereof, 

^ or so ipuch thereof as niay be nedessaryj but in no case shall the interest arising 
from qaid fund be applied to the purchase of sites or for buildings for said agri'‘ 
cultural college, but only in the payment of the salaries of professors, officers, 
and other current expenses. The remainder of such irvterest remaining over at 
the close of each fiscal year after the payment of such expenses shall be added to 
and become a part of the principal or endowment fund forever. 

(lifaws, ^1899, sec. 22.] AU moneys belonging to the irreducible school fund, 
university fund, or agricultural college fund shall be loaned by the State land 
board . at 0 per cent per annum, payable semiannually, on the 1st day of January 
and the 1st day of July of each year: Provided, etc.

MIUTART TRAINING 

The first Morrill Act, of 1862, provided for militftry tr ainin g in 
the land-grant colleges when the following statement was included; 

JThere the leading gb^ect shall* be, without excluding other scientific and 
^ classical studfes and Including mUltary tactics, to teach such branches of learning 
I as are related to agriculture and thp mechanic arte, in such manner as the le^» 
latures of the States may respectively prescribe, etc. 

Until the present, ipilitary training has been compulsory fot most 
freshmen and sophomore students in th^e land-grant mstitutioDS 


1 , payable semiannually, from 
college. 
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At the thirty-seventh ahnual convention of the Association of Land- 
* grant Colleges (November, 1924) the committee on military oi^aniza- 
tion and policy reported as follows: 

It is fitting at thjs time not only to recognue the legal obligation of every land- 
t grant college totnaintain military instruction, but also to emphasize the, moral 
obligation to conduct such instruction in tHh spirit of the basic law, oiir great 
charter formulated by Senator Morrill and approved by President Lincoln 
during the darkest hours of our Ng^on’s history. At. that time elective studies 
wero unknown, and tile provision for military instniction, in^ the colleges to be 
founded, meant that every student physically fit, except under very exceptional 
oircumstances, should participate in railitarv training. We, therefore, deplore 
• any tendency of our time to weaken our traditional sense of obligation or to impair 
our spirit of patriotic .service. . « 

There has been no little discussion os to whether or not military 
training is comptilsory in the land-grant colleges, and the University of 
Wisconsin made the first departure from this time-honored re-» 
quirement of complusory military training. 

- MIUTARY TRAINING IN TJRE C-NIVERSITY OF WISCONSIN 

In 1866 the State of Wisconsin accepted the provisions of the 1862 
land-graAt act and designated the University of Wisconsin- as the 
land-grant college. Mifitary training then became a part of the 
college work and since 1869 has been required of all freshmen and 
sophomores but elective rfor jiihiors and seniors. The original 
State law of 1866 provided that “all able-bodied male students of the 
university in whatever college ahaiU receive instruction and dis- 
cipline in military tactics, the regular arms for which shall be fur-‘ 
nished by the State." In 1878 the word shall was replaced by the 
word may, in order to legalize the exemption of law students, juniors, 
and seniors. Students of the law school were never required to tgke 
military training, as the school of law was not located on the campus. 
Many students have been excused from military drill on account of 
physical disability, ^ex-service, completion of requirements at other 
schools, etc. Junior and senior students who elect military drill are 
paid $10 a month by the Government and receive university credit 
for the course. [Italic author’s.] 

On August 8, 1923, the Sachtjen bill to abolish the compulsory 
feature of military training at the University of Wisconsin was 
passed . The faculty of the University of \^consin then adopted 
new regulations requiring additional athletic work for those students 
who preferred not to take military drill. The old rules required all 
^^^rst and second year students to take three -hours of military training 
per week and two hours of physical education. The new rules permit 
an option of three arrangements: 


ii 
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1. Physical education four hours per week for four semesters, and 
no drill (8 credits). 

2. Physical education two hours per week and military drill three 
hours per week for four semesters (9 credits). 

3. Military drill three hours per week and physical education one 
hour per w^ek for four semesters (8 credits) . 

A ruling on this action was obtained from the Secretary of the 
Interior as follows : 

According to the act approved July 2, 1862, it is clear that the branches of 
instruction, which include military tactics, are to be taught “in such manner 
as the legislatures of the States may respectively prescribe.” Because the estab* 
^llshment, the management, and the character of the work of the land-grant 
colleges has thus been left largely to the States, the Department of tl\e Interior 
has consistently pursued a libera^, attitude toward the States in providing the 
education specified in the'Federal land-grant college legislation. 

Military training, according to the Federal law, is clearly placed in the same 
category as the other branches of learning which are named. Instructidn in 
military tactics is obviously a requirement on the States, as are the other branches 
which are mentioned. It does not.appear, however, from the Federal legislation 
that instruction in military tactics is any more obligatory on the inc^^dual student 
than is instruction in agriculture >or mechanic arts. The common practice of 
excepting third and fourth year students, as well as many first and second year 
students, for various reasons seems to be a recognition of the principle just 
stated. 

The policy of the Department of the Interior has been that the State fulfills 
its obligation under the law when it* offers instruction and provides facilities 
for instruction in the branches of learning specified in the land-grant college 
legislation. 

Sufficient time has not yet elapsed to give an adequate report on 
the success or failure of this new optional course in military instnic- 
tion at the University of Wisconsin. ' . •

The worl^ of the majority of the land-grant colleges is organized upon 
the semester basis. The summer schools are separatelv organized 
and conducted. However, Alaska, Connecticut, Hawaii,* and Rhode 
Islapd do not offer summer courses; and the land-grant colleges in 
Arkansas, Georgia, Iowa,^^>uisiana, Massachusetts (Amherst and 
Cambridge), Michigan, Alinnesota, AIon(ana,'Now Hampshire, North 
Dakota, Ohio, Oklahoma, Oregon, South Dakota, Utah, Viiginia, 
and Wyoming are organize<l on the terra or quarter plan, under ^lich 
the summer sessioq is a regular part of the school vear. 

Where the summer session is separat«*lv organized aOd conducted, ' ' 
college credit toward the bachelor s or master’s degree is usually 
gi\*en. Under the quarterly plan the same credit is given for the 
summer as for 4he other quarters. 

The summer session offers opportunity whereby teachbre may 
secure a<lditional educational, requirements laid down by tho State 
departments and meets tho nee<ls-of the public-school teachers w’ho 
desire to spend part of their summer vacation in serious study or 
investigation. High-school teachers, supervision officers, and teach- * 
ers of special subjects find a profitable vacation and enjoyable 
experience at the summer sessions of the land-grant oolhges.

CHANGES IN COURSES AND ORGANIZATION 

ArAran 80 «.— Reorganized thp trade school, academic department, 
and training school. Commercial department, libraj^, and three 
laboratories installed. This institution is now a standard junior 
college. 

Qeorgia.~Th» governing commission is now nonperpetual, five 
appointed by the governor for unequal terms. After the expiration 
of these unequal terms, the regular terms will be five years. 

Louisiana . — The institution is now under ^control of the State 
board of education. Senior college courses were added in 1922-23. 

Mississippi . — Having abandoned the scheme of dividing thq school- 
day into half literary work and half industrial training, the institu- 
tion now* operates under double-eession-a-day plan. 

North Carolina . — ^In 1923 the maintenance fund was doubled, and 
the {)eimanent improvement fund largely increased.

FOURTH SOUTHERN CONFERENCE ON NEGRO LAND-GRANT COL- 
LEGE EDUCATION 

Three previous conferences on negfi-o education, have been held— 

■at Atlanta, Qa., in 1920; at Nashville, Tenn., in 1922; and at Tus- 
kegM, Ala.,, in 1923. The fourth conference, held at Hampton 
Institute, Hampton, Va., March 3-5,^^ 1924. was attended by thoii,* * 
commissioner of education, representatives from each' of tKe 17 negro^ ' 
land-^nt coUeges, and by others iuterested id negro education. 

In addition to reviewing the progress made in carrying out the pro- 
gram of the previous, conferences, with particular reference to agri- 
culture and home economics, the purpose of the fourth conference 
was to make a more intensive study of the needs of the departments 
of mechanic arts and liberal arts, and to discuss the development 
of standards for the better training of teachers.
